and still maintain students' 
rights to their fullest ex- 
tent? , The answer may lie 
in the efficiency of the Stu- 
dent Council. 

Students must learn to 
employ, this tool of democ- 
racy so they may reach the 
same ends by less repercus 
sive means. . In most eases, 
students have just and rea- 
sonable causes;. ' however, 
they do not know or use the 
proper channels to express 
or obtain them. 

Problems that are unsolv- 
able on an individual level 
or involve most of the stu- 
dent body can and should be 
brought before the student 
council.; Three basic proce- 
dures are used to submit a 
problem or topic. Most often, 
it is given to an elected rep- 
resentative .for placement on 
the agenda. But if the stu- 
dent wishes to present the 
issue in person, this is easily 
arranged if requested to the 
sponsor or an officer in ad- 
vance. More emphasis may 
be acquired by the submis- 
sion of a petition signed by 
members of the student 
body.. This petition will go 
directly to the council execu- 
tive board. 

After a topic is placed on 
the agenda, the officers and 
sponsors review it before 
the general meetiing. Then 
it is discussed before the en- 
tire council and opinions both 
pro and co are expressed. If 
the council decides to . act 
upon the, issue, a motion is 
introduced and voted upon. 

If the administration and/ 
or the school board has juris- 
diction ower the topic, an 
appropriate recommends- 
, tion and usually. a conference 
ivsarranged by the student 
council. Approval by council 
vote means the issue will re- 
ceive the utmost support 
possible. 

At first, this may seem 
confusing, but one important 
fact focuses on the signifi- 
cance of the entire concept: 
Each student 'has an equal 
voice in pur school affairs. 
The student council acts as a 
sounding -board for your 
ideas and views. This and 
this alone, makes it truly, a 
Student's CounciL
